Field Day 


A southern drawl from 
Georgia seems somehow out 
of place in the heart of Ed- 
mon*ton. 

But along with that south- 
ern drawl goes a very impor- 
tant person to the children of 
Glenrose School Hospital — 
Beth Riddle. 


Witness the effect her walk 
down the hall during the 
morning break has on the 
children. 


Faces light up everywhere. 

‘Hi, Beth,” calls out one 
little girl, “Are you coming 
to our class today?” 

Children of all sizes and 
shapes converge on her full of 
greetings and questions. 

Beth is the first music ther- 
apist at the Glenrose and the 
first in Alberta. 

“Music evokes an emotional 

“e:ponse in everyone. I use 
t vith retarded, physicallv 
h rdicapped and emotionally 
disturbed children as a tool to 
“ing them ou‘. to overcome 
their handicap,” Beth says. 

First of all. she finds out 
vha: level each child is on. 
for example, his physical or 
memial limitations may inter- 
fere with some musical activi- 


“Once I determine their 
'sve!, hen I find a musica! 
level they can function on,” 
says Beth. 

The very physically handi- 
capped get to music through 
listening to it, writing it or by 
pounding out rhythms. 

“T get such a kick out of 
seeing a child’s face while he 
or she pounds out the rhythin 
of speech for example. 

“Music really helps these 


children because it can con- 
vey many things words can- 
nol. It’s relaxing and it ap- 
peals to their imagination,” 
she says. 


A visit to class with Beth 
confirms her enthusiasm and 
dedication to her work. And 
the children obviously feel it. 

With her she brings the 
tricks of her trade — a gui- 
tar, maracas, a tambourine, a 
Mexican fish and sticks. 

There are four boys in the 
class and they are writing 
songs based on their ideas 
and the kind of music they 
like. 

Well, they start a new song. 
It’s supposed to have a cotp- 
try and western flavor and re- 
volve around a boy and his 
corn. 

Each boy picks an instru 
ment and away they go. 

“When I first came to this 
class, I asked them to write 
down what kind of music they 
liked. One of them said he 
didn’t like music and he 
didn’t want me to come back. 

“But by the next class there 
was a drastic change. I came 
to class and he looked pretty 
sheepish. He had erased all 
the negative ‘things he had 
written in his book and he 
told me he liked classical 
music,” Beth recalls. 

Only here for three weeks, 
Beth is full of ideas for the 
coming year. 

And they all hinge on her 
getting her new music room 
— something she is really 
looking forward to. 

“Right now I am stuck ina 
little cubbyhole and there 
isn’t much room for anything. 


children’s load 


And I have had to beg, bor- 
row or steal instruments from 
the public school board be- 
cause I don’t have any yet.” 


The new music room will 
have a platform for a chorus, 
an area for dance and ex- 
ploring movement, practice 
rooms, listening rooms and 
new instruments. 

“T can really get my pro- 
gram rolling when the new 
room is finished. T can get 
guitar classes going, a cho- 
rus and initiate dance and 
movement experiences for 
some of the children.” 


And she also hopes tu get 
together with occupational 
therapists to develop adaptive 
instruments for some cf the 
handicapped children. 

Beth likes the Glenrose but 
doesn’t know whether she 
plans to stay here very long., 

“It's the best setting I’ve 
seen or worked in. The 
classes are small and I can 
work with each child individ- 
ually. And I am finding the 
experience much more crea- 
tive and relaxing than my 
previous work.” 

But she says she will returia 


to the U.S. especially after 
our little snow storm last 
week. 

“When I looked out the win- 
dow and saw the snow and 
then remembered it was only 
Sept. 10 I really missed Geor- 
gia where I knew the sun was 
shining.” 

“And other things like 
friends are calling me back.” 

Right now she is waiting for 
her husband to join her. 

“He doesn’t have a job 
yet,”’ she says. Suddenly she 
Jaughs, “People find it funny 
that we came up here be- 
cause I had a job.
